world.

hen was hatched in April of 1916 
and during her tirst year laid 217 
eggs, second year 182 years, third 
year 159 eggs, fourth year 264 eggs, 
fifth year 187 eggs, .sixth year 140 
eggs, seventh year 
163 
eggs, aud 
this \ear 98 eggs to September 11. 
The mother of Lady Purdue laid 183 
eggs and came from unknown ances­ 
try* The sire of this hen was hatched 
from a 252 egg lien and was sired 
by a 
famous male known as John 
Purdue .This male has been the an­ 
cestor of most o f the high laying 
Leghorns now cn the Purdue Farui. 
Lady Purdue has produced hut four 
infertile eggs during all of her hatch­ 
ing seasons and these have all been 
produced in the last two years.

Seed Com Prospects Unfavorable 


By Paul ImH, Walker Township 


According to rumor, and careful 
observation as well, the com 
belt 
-tates are passing thru 
the 
nwwrt 
disastrous season in their history a« 
tegards its principal crop, 
namely 
com . From practically every angle 
the season has l»een unfavorable for 
.he normal growth, «level«»! unent and 
maturity of a <*om 
crop. 
In 
the 
northwestern section o f the cam belt 
a dry cold spring was experienced, 
while in other sections that season 
was wet and cold, retarding the |>re- 
pu rat ion o f -cod (bed, planting 
and 
early cultivation. On the whole, the 
summer has been too cool to promote 
rapid devehpment of the crop. Fall 
brings us cool, wet weather again, 
c a u s in g the corn to continue growth 
as much as the low tempernUue wall 
jiermit. Hence, maturity o f the grain 
crop is retarded. Each day is bring­ 
ing us closer to a killing fro-t with* 
no material ripening o f the 
corn, 
generally speaking. 
Here and there one 
oliserves 
a 
field with matured ears, hut these are 
exceptional. 
This brings us face to face 
with 
two real problems, the more import­ 
ant o f which it i- diftienlt to deride. 
These problems a r e :—first the sup­ 
ply o f gcmiinabie s<*ed for 
another 
year: second Hie salvaging o f 
the 
present corp by wav o f the teed lots. 
This article shall ileal with the 
-ced 
situation. Three general methods 
of 
selecting seed <*orn 
are 
employed, 
nam ely:— Held selection as soon a« 
the corn i- mature enough, generally 
-paking, 
early m 
October, 
after 
wheat sowing, deletion o f the 
best 
lvj*e o f ears at husking tim e; 
crib 
selection in the spring. Although 
the 
last named method is quite gctvaral 
practiced, it has nothing to 
recom­ 
mend it, due to the fact that not ev­ 
en He immediate history of the com 
is a\ liable, that is, the height from 
the ground at which the corn grew, 
whether the parent stalk w as sturdy 
ami n¡islanding itself; 
or 
located 
near one or more barren or di*«ased 
stalks. Proper curing the 
crib 
is 
not always" possible, 
resulting 
in 
dead ears, or lowered vitality. 
E x­ 
treme and sudden changes in temper­ 
ature are iitiavoidable in the crib. A t­ 
mospheric moisture also H ays havoc 
with the vitality o f com when 
the 
sudden drops in temperature come. 
Selection at hmdtinp time has rnort* 
to recommend it than has crib selec­ 
tion. Corn selected this way is 
gen­ 


erally more properly stored than in 
the crib. However, the husker 
has 
little time to ob-erve th* character­ 
istics and tendencies of 
the 
sur­ 
rounding stalks and their ears. 
If 
he is making rapid headway with his 
work, hi* «*n1v concern is the ear in 
hand and the next one ahead. C onse­ 
quently an ear may lie saved that 
h a s develo|>ed ear barren or diseased 
stalks. 
• 
Field selection early in the seas­ 
on is the 
most 
deiiirable 
method. 
When this procedure is followed t lie 
corn grower goes to the field with his 
mind centered on the work at hand. 
Having the type lie desires to select 
in mind he proceed* to look for ears 
meeting his ideal as nearly as |>os- 
sible, keeping in mmd that a desir­ 
able tvpe o f ear grown too high 
or 
too low on the stalk, grown on 
a 
stalk that has blown down or in the 
vicinitv o f barren or diseased stalks 
i« *midesirable for seed. 
The first requirement of seed corn 
or any other teed selected for repro­ 
duction of a crop is that it lie viable, 
tha* is, shall germinate and do 
so 
vigorously. A nubbin or an oft" tvpe 
ear that will germinate vigorously 
next M ay will be worth a earload of 
tvpe e a r s that haw failed to proper­ 
ly mature and enne. At the 
present 
tinv» the vast majority of our 
corn 
is exceedingly sappy, with an occas­ 
ional ear mature enough for 
seed, 
if properly stored and cured. These 
well dented ears should lie selected 
and saved as heavy frost apparently 
is not IW awav. Recently a moisture 
test was run on an average sample 
o f corn from a field o f average m a­ 
turity. This corn showed a moisture 
content o f over 45 percent. This high 
moisture content is fair warning a* to 
the condition o f oar cor* for the time 
o f year. Gather your seed now, 
the 
most mature and o f the liest type you 
can find. I f you are favored by # 
longer drying season, you m ay 
be 
able to secure more desirable corn 
later. However, rein cm her that 
a 
mature ear secured now and 
well 
eared for will be worth far 
more 
next spring than a dead oar, regard­ 
less of its, type. 
Drv the corn on racks or by 
any 
other method jiermittnig free circu­ 
lation o f the air. Keep it in as 
dry 
and warm a place as possible dur­ 
ing the winter and when 
planting 
time com es again your hme 
need* 
will he met.

Management of the Pullets 


HOUSING 
The pullets should now lie in per­ 
manent 
winter 
quarters. 
Ample 
housing space allowing four square 
feet tier bird is necessary. Neglect 
o f this point will simply invite trou­ 
ble from colds and roup. Removing 
unthrifty, undersized, slow feather­ 
ing, pale legged pullets now will give 
more room to good gird* and prevent 
disease later. Pullets kept 
separate 
from hens will bring better results 
AH sides of the house excepting the 
front should be airtight and a leaky 
roof and a roupv pullet go hand in 
hand. The front o f the house must he 
amply supplied with openings 
and 
glass as described in 
the 
Purdue 
Housing bulletin. For good egg pro­ 
duction at least one running foot of 
mash hopper or trough is necessary 
along with plenty of drinking space. 
The Purdue Auxiliary mash trough 
1- vei v desirable along with a regular 
mash hopper. The dTO|q>ing 
boards, 
perches and nests should lie treated 
for m ites as directed in Purdue Ex- 
ten-ion bulletin 100. The pullets also 
should lie exam ined for lice. 
The 
above bulletin also describes 
this 
treatment. 


FEEDING 
The Purdue Laying Ration 
with 
corn meal (given in Purdue 
Poultry' 
Hints) has given excellent 
general 
satisfaction. A good grade o f flour 
middlings will give much better re­ 
sults than standard middlings. 
The 
pullets should have all the grain they 
will clean up twice per day with none 
lying about between feedings. This 
will build up reserve body fle-h en ­ 
abling them 
to 
continue 
laying 
through the winter. Approximately 
2-3 of this should la* fed the 
last 
thing at night. The ma*-h -bould 
lie 
before them always. 


GREEN FEED IMPORTANT 
Green feed such a- sprouted oats, 
ca b b a g e, turnips, beets and rape are 
necessary for the health of the pul­ 
lets. A di-ease similar in svmptoms to 
roup is -«metrim*s caused by lack 
o f green feed. Bcight 
alfalfa 
or 
clover bay fed in a rack is very d e­ 
sirable although it is doubtful 
if 
this «an take 
the pla«*« o f 
green 
feeds. Rvc sown in the. fall will give 
much green feed during fall and ear­ 
ly spnn£.

Annual Egg Rectnl Has Been Kept 
With Surprising Large Total-SB 


Eggs so Far This Year 


On September 11 a White Leghorn 


hen No. B-207, known as Lad}1* Pur- 
due, 
broke the world's record for 


long distance laying. On that day her 
egg record totaled 1341 eggs which 
is more eggs than any hen was even 
known to have laid ie a trap nest 
throughtout the entire world. This 
hen was hatched in. April of Ifllf 
and during her first .year laid 217 
eggs, second year 182 yedis, third 
year 150 eggs, fourth year 204 eggs, 
fifth year 187 eggs, sixth year 140 
eggs, seventh year 163 eggs, auc 
this year 98 eggs to September 11. 
The mother of Lady Purdue laid 183 
eggs and came from unknown ances- 
try. The sire of this hen was hatchec 
from a 252 egg hen and was sireo 
by a 'famous male -known as John 
Purdue .This male lias been the an- 
cestor of most. of the high laying 
Leghorns now on the Purdue Farm. 
Lady Purdue has produced but four 
infertile eggs during all of her hatch- 
ing seasons and these have all been 
produced in the last two years. Some 
70 chicks have been hatched 
from 


her eggs. There have Keen quite a 
number of daughters raised from 
these chicks and many of them have 
laid well over 200 eggs. 


Purdue has been giving a gooi 


deal of stu3y' to the question oi 
longevity in egg production, trying 
to develop a strain of Leghorns thai 
will not only lay well one year bul 
will continue this production through 
many years. This is an economical 
proposition since if found practical, 
will reduce the number ofi chicks ne- 
cessary to be hatched and rearec 
5ach-year. Every year the 'Poultry 
Department produces records 
of 


WOO eggs from two or three hens 
and this year has been no exception, 
three new hens coming into the 100( 
e g g group.

FALL PLANTING 


OF SHRUBS GIVES 
GOOD SPRING START 


Most varieties of shrubs will make 


a better growth the first year if they 
are planted in the fall, fall planting 
gives the dirt an opportunity to set- 
tle firmly about the roots of the shrub 
and in the spring it is ready to take 
advantage of the very first growing 
•weather. Of course, 
varieties of 


shrubs which sometimes winter kill 
should be planted in the spring. Gen- 
erally, however, only the hard var- 
ieties of shrubs should be used in 
the average planting. The althea or 
rose of Sharrou, spirca thunbergi 
and butterfly bush are a few of the 
varieties which should always be 
planted in the spring, is used. 


It is best to delay pruning of 


newly 
set shrubbery until 
about 


March, at which time all broken 
twigs «an be removed along with a- 
bout one third of the total top ol 
each shrub. Do this rpuning so as 
each shrub. Do this pruning so as 
the shrub. That means that the prim- 
ing will consist largely of thinning 
out branches and when cutting back 
js practiced the cuts must always he 
of unequal length. 


Never use manure about the roots 


of the shrubs when planting. How- 
ever, as soon as the shrubs are plant- 
ed spread a coaling of manure over 
the beds and fork or spade it in and 
follow this with an application of 
manure about three inches thicl 
which is to be left over the groun 
for a winter jmnlch.

shown that, lack of proper .sanitation 
5s one of the big •causes of loss of 
young pigs. In 1923 four members ftf 
the club carried out reasonable me- 
thods of sanitation. There were 73 
sows that, farrowed on these farms 
the spring of that .year. A total of 
657 pigs farrowed and 5-44'of them 
were raised to weaning time, ;ui av- 
erage of 7.5 pigs to the litter. 


Here's what those four men did: 


First; they cleaned all the old straw 
and manure out of the farrowing 
pens before they put the sows ill 
them. 'Second, they disinfected the

all four of the sanitation m'easarcs. 
They cleaned out the straw and ma- 
nure from the furovwing pens, dis- 
infected them thoroughly, washed off 
Ihjj sow's udder before they put them 
into farrowing 'quarters and 
they 


kept the sows and their pigs in clean 
'hog lots and pastures. These men 
raised an average of over eight pigs 
to. the litter ;np to weaning, for: each 
sow that farrowed on their 
farms 


last spring. 


Practically 
these four measures 


increased the average si/e of litter 
raised fully three pigs. In a region 
where hogs production is so con~ 
densed as itis in Rush county saii- 
itary measures 'jire becoming more 
and more important to • successful 
and profitable hog production.

Tormohlen's father, when pastor 


of a church at Upland, Indiana, told 
the boy Hie could have all he made 
raising chickens. 


"With money saved from working

day, he bought an incubator for $5, 
an indoor brooder for $2.50, and 
some Brown Leghorn eggs. He built 
a chicken house of-dry-goods boxes.

onlv time I ever played 


ihooky from school was that fall," 
Tormohlen told me. " I had seen a 
pullet on the nest one morning, and 
at recess I slipped home, I couldn't, 
wait until noon to see that first egg." 


Special egg-breeding was not so 


much thought of then as'show points 
and 
good looks. Most 'breeders 


claimed that appearance and egg-

Tormohten didn't Ijelieve it. He had 


seen handsome «ows that gave'much 
milk, beautiful horses that nad 
more power than a small engine. He 
made up his mind to develop a strain 
of lovely chickens that would be 
leavy layers. 


He thought his long, hard 
name 


would be a handicap. After several 
weeks' thought he coined a name to 
siginfy what he wanted his fowls lo 
stand for. In the attic he painted on 
a lonp board. "Everlay 
Poultry 


Yard. H. V. Tormohlen, Prop." and 
flailed it on his chicken house. 


He almost took it down that night 


•when he reflected how bold a chal- 
lenge it was. His father 'taunted him 
liy saying that if the bens did not 
• 


'lay he would have to put an "N" on 
the first \rord. That-\vas'too- 


He determined to make the chickens 
measure up to the sign. 


Before finishing high school he had 


won second prize at Chicago, but it 
was six years before he won first. 
In the meantime he graduated in law 
from Indiana University, working in 
a restaurant for board, and writing 
a weekly poultry page in the "India- 
napolis News" for other expenses. He 


had $40 left after fpradaAtionV ia-. 


A severe disappointment came when 
each of two big eastern breeders re- 
turned $25 Tormohln had sent for a 
pullet he wanted to improve his flock. 
That was a lot of money then for one 
chicken especially when' saved up by 
a schoolbov at a dollar or less a day 
Each said he couldirt spare the fowly 
Tormohlen wanted. He was discour- 
aged, for after several yfears of ef- 
fort to contbine in his fowls good 
looks, grace of frame and beauty of 
feather he needed an exhibition fowl 
to cross into his strain. 


The young breeder's spunk came 


back with that refusal. Both of these

years One was wealthy and had kept 
one man with him doing nothing for

MICHIKOFF WHEAT 


By DirectprG. I. Christie and Prof. A. T. Wiancko, 


Purdue University Agricultural Experiment Station 


The place,and value of Michikofi 


wheat on Indiana farms is promin- 
ently! before Indiana farmers, millers 
and grain 'dealers. Perhaps no farm 
subject is attracting more attention 
at the present moment and bringing 
forth a greater variety of views. 


Mic-hikoff wheat has been develop- 


ed by Purdue University Agricultural 
Experiment -Station in answer to a 
demand for a hard wheat which 
would make a high class bread flour 
and thus meet the demands of the 
bakers and home- makers. Indiana 
soft wheat, has not been wholly sat- 
isfactory as a bread flour and has 
been displaced in a large 'part by 
hard wheat flour from states of the 
northwest and southwest. 


Many millers have urged the de- 


velopment of a wheat which would 
make flour which would, meet In- 
diana needs. Michikoff'is a hard red 
wheat, rich in protein and with glu- 
ten of high strength. The average 
of a large number of tests in 1923 
showed Michikoff wheat to contain 
13.63 percent 'protein. Milling and 
baking tests gave the flour a rating 
equal to the standard hard flours. 
The 1924 crop of which a large 
number of samples have been analy- 
zed, shows 13,53 
percent 
protein. 


The quality of the gluten is of great 
importance and compares favorably 
*ith that of spring wheat. Michikoff 
flour from this wheat is recognized 
wheat has-withstood all tests and the 
as one of the best. 


Opinions that Michikoff wheat will 


revert to a soft wheat have no foun- 
dation in fact. That hard wheats in- 
troduced from other sources have 
turned sofe is no proof. "Michikoff 
wheat was born in Indiana.

A number of millers in Indiana de- 


sire Michikoff wheat and are pre- 
pared to use it in large quantities. 
Farmers in determining their plant- 
ings should determine something ai 
to the market. Where grain dealers 
or millers do not care to handle this 
wheat, farmers should either grow 
other suitable .varieties or arrange 
for a different market. A number of 
mills' in Indiana are paying a pre- 
inimum for Michikoff wheat at th,c 
present time. In localities where this 
wheat can be1 marketed at the re- 
gular price or at a premium, far- 
mers are justified and are encour- 
aged to grow Michikoff wheat. 


The Agricultural Experiment Sta- 


tion feels that Michikoff wheat has 
established itself and that it is an 
unusually high class variety and that 
it now remains for the marketigy. ag- 
encies to find a place for this high 
class product. The Station'does not 
advise farmers to grow this wheat 
unless they have some reasonable as- 
surance of a market at a fair price.

are probably 20 per cent fcwe hogs 
on farms in the corn belt now than 
at this time last year, Gilbert Bus- 
ier, Chicago market authority, de- 
clared at the annual swine day meet- 
ing at Purdue university Friday: 


"It may be advisable to sell mar- 


ket hogs at lighter weights than us- 
ual and use-corn as economically as 
possible in other ways in order to 
keep cost down," he said. 


"But it is not a time for further 


curtailment of breeding herds. Be- 
cause of unprofitable prices sharp 
curtailment in hog protection has oc- 
curred in the last year. 


"Prevailing conditions will pro- 


bably have a discouraging effect on 
producers during the fall so that the 
pig crop next spring1 will be the 
smallest in several years. For that 
reason the pig crop of 1925 will pro- 
bably be one of the most profitable 
in several years."

BOY SUCCESSFUL 
IN RAISING DUCKS 


George Senour, Jr., of Anderson 


Township Raises 193 Ducks 


out of 194 Hatched

Manj farmers think it to their ad- 


vantage to. give their 
sons 
and 


daughters some persoiuti interest in 
the f.i'ai. This creates a pride which 
the children should have in the farm 
and provides them with a personal 
income. Also'they make detail obser- 
vations -and learn some phases of 
farm work which they can use to ad- 
vantage, when they are thrown out 
upon their own resources. 


During the past three years Mr.' 


and Mrs. Geo. 'Senour of Anderson 
township have given their son George 
Jr. the farm orchard of approximate- 
ly one acre. He has always been in- 
terested in ducks and this year he 
'has shown his ability to care for, 
them by saving ,193 out 
of 
19-1 


hatched. He states that he killed this 
one as it was deformed. 


George prefers the White Pekin 


duck. This year he had his hatch 
come off on May 27. He immediately 
put them in a house C ft. by 7 ft., in 
the orchard. He did not feed them 
any feed until they •were 48 hours 
old. Then he took some chick mash 
and mixed a small amount of sand 
with it. After wetting this mixture, he 
fed each duck a small amount by 
placing it on their mouths. They did 
not received any more food for 
12 


hours. During the first two weeks 
the ducks received nothing but, a 
small amount, of chick mash. After 
this ground corn was added gradual- 
ly to the ration. After the 193 ducks 
began to grow and develop he in- 
creased the sand until he was feed- 
ing six teacups full per day. 


When George was asked what his 


big problems were in raising ducks, 
he stated that there were no difficul- 
ties, if you fed them properly. The 
creek is approximately 10 rods from 
the Senour orchard but the young 
ducks •were never permitted to go to 
it, instead water was kept 
before 


them inv fountains until they were 
four weeks old. After this 
fresh 


•water was provided in a 12 ft. hog 
trough. Already George has learned 
that he can secure a premium , by 
shipping liis ducks direct to Cincin- 
nati. He expects to -market his 
flock the last of this' month and in-: 
tends to care for .approximately 200 
ducks neit year. •

•Last .year Charles Phillips of Po- 


sey township produced one litter of 
Duroc pigs weighing 2190 pounds at 
six months of age. This year Mr. 
Phillips nominated two more litters. 
One of these gave' promise of more 
weight at the end of the contest than 
the litter last year. But due to a mis- 
fortune during the fourth month, th 
final weight was 1854 pounds. The 
second litter weighed 1584 pounds 
or an average of 198 pounds per pi 


Mr. Phillip with, his Duroes is de- 


veloping' a . type of hog which can 
easily, weigh 200 pounds at .six 
nonths and not interfere with their 
future usefulness as breeding stock. 


Chester Meal of Orange township 


continued in the contest this year 
and produced a* litter. of six boars 
and five sows that weighed 2022 
jounds. Last year Mr. Meal produced 
he heaviest' Hoosier Ton litter that 
las ever been produced- in Indiana: 
't was a litter of .his own bree'ding 
»nd weighed 3210 pounds at 180 days 
cf age.
